Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The combination of references do not teach or suggest all the claim elements. 
The properties taught by JP '541 are not the same as that of the claimed invention. 
Schmid does not teach or suggest a cosmetic make-up composition comprising a 
cosmetically-acceptable medium. Schmid ('486) does not provide any motivation to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to use glass particles coated with at least one metallic coat in a 
cosmetic make-up composition, as presently claimed. The JP 710 reference does not 
teach or suggest a cosmetic make-up composition comprising one dyestuff in a 
cosmetically-acceptable medium. JP 710 does not remedy any of the deficiencies of 
the combination of JP '541 and Schmid ('486).
